Their object in 
doing so of course was to thereby defeat justice in the Hale case,

In their efforts to succeed in this scheme to bring about th 
acquittal of Burkhart, they endeavored tv exclude from the Jury 
the statement which was taken from Burkhart by Special agent Frank 
Smith and myself, also, to exclude the testimony given by Burkhart 
before the Federal Brand Jury at Guthrie and the statements made to 
Agents John E. ffren and J. A. Street while these Agents were with 
Burkhart in New llexico, El Paso and San Antonio, as well as the 
statement made to Lir. John Leahy, Special Prosecutor of Hale, Bancey 
and Burkhart, Assistant County Attorney Jeffries and nyself at 
Aransas City, Kansas, just before the Preliminary Hearing of Hale

Upon first op. cartrce, 
he was very much disturbed and, with tears in his eyes, told uc ‘-..at he 
had lied'and that, he was now going to tell the-truthj that he had consider- 
ed that was alv/ays the best course out of anything and that he would not 
only tell the truth in the Smith case but would tell what he had told us 
in the hoar, case and would, testify to any Court in the United States to 
that effect. He did not materially c lunge the statement he had already 
made us in these cases but re-aff irmed their truth and told me he wanted to 
testify tc it. 


He stated that he was influenced to change from his truthful state- 
ments to the lies which he testified tc in the hearing of -.is case and in 
the Preliminary of *\ale arid kamsey in ~arch by Hale's friends ar.d his attor- 
neys. fie states that when he get upon the stand at the hale-Ha-usey rrelimi- 
nary Hearing in larch, where he was placed by tr.e State to testify, that he 
fully intended to tell the truth, but when Attorney Hamilton made such an 
objection to his testimony and re sues ted the Court's permission, and secured 
same, to confer with him, that Hamilton took him into the Judge*- chambers 
and told him if he testified for the State he would implicate hi-- elf, 

Burkhart states that Hamilton did not ask him what he was going v. tec-'-'h 
to but stated that if he testified he would implicate himself, axso that the 
magistrate before whom he was testifying could not offer him immunity; that 
Hamilton thereupon called in Attorney Howard, making the statement tc Burkhart 
that Howard was a better attorney than he (Hamilton) ar.d that Howard would 
read the law to him, Burkhart claims that Howard thereupon secured a law 
bock and read the law to him to the effect - so Burkhart stated - that the 
County Judge before whom he- was "being tried could net offer him iumnity and ■ 
they both advised him that he was only getting himself in seriour trouble by 
testifying for the otate. .after quits an argument, they secured -rnest 
Burkhart's promise that he would delay his testimony until next morning, and 
they ^.11 returned to the Courtroom when Attorney Breeding announced to the 
Court 'that he would like an adjournment until tomorrow, it being then about 
5:00 i> 'clock, and this move was granted. Burkhart st&teu that at that time 
(after he had talked with Howard ana Hamilton) his intentions were still good., 
but that tnat night Lou Oll^r, one of Bill Hale's close, personal friend., 
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also partner in the cattle business and former associate in n any cattle 
Steals of Bill Hale’s, took him (Burkhart) in an automobile from Pawhuska 
to Fairfax and vent to Bill Hale’s home. He claimed that that night, before \ 
Lou Oiler and about twenty of Bill Kale's friends, including Airs, Hale >• 

and her daughter, V.'illie, he was talked to almost all night and plead with 
to not allov: the Agents of the Government and the Attorneys for the State 
to persuade him into testifying; to listen to* Attorney Hamilton and take 
his advice. The Attorneys told 3urkhnrt before ho left for Fairfax that 
they would not come down; that they thought it best for them net to be with 
him in Fairfax, and that Bill Hale's friends would take care of 1 Im. 

Burkhart .states these people talked to him almost all night, re turning x.ie 
next morning to Pawhuska, Upon their return, Attorney Preeling talked to 
him and then Attorney Hamilton came in, That he (Hamilton} did not ask him 
what he had told us but told him that Bill Hale had told them that the ! 

Government Agents had put a black cap over his* heaa ana had sat him down 
in an electric chair, threatened him with death and otherwise abused him, ! 
anu if they had so treated him ( Burkhart } that he should get up and tell it 
in Court, In this manner, they went over a great cony things that Hale had. 
told them, and then would say to Burkhart, sc he states, that if this same 
thing occurred to him, he should so state and if what we had teocified to 
as to the statements, etc, which he had made was not true, that he sheui-u 
deny everything. Attorney Springer came in after being coached by Preeling 
and Hamilton for quite a time and told Burkhart that he should make it as 
strong as possible. Ke states that he then got on the stand for the 
Defense and denied all his former statements and told the lies about the 
abuse he had received which prompted his giving said statements. 


Burkhart states that during one of the conferences he hud with A' 
ey Freeling, Springer and Gross (the latter, a partner of Kamil to.: ( 
was advised by these attorney's that he should bring a suit immediately against 
the Government Agents for kidnaping him and taking him against his will to 
New llexico and Texas; that they knew, of course, that they could not recover 
any money from such a suit as we are only employed and paid salaries by the 
Government and had nothing, but that the suit would bring about ar. influence 
on public opinion which would be in their favor and against the Government 
Agents. Freeling and vxrose - after 'Burkhart tola them, "bell, it was all 
right if they saw' fit"- stated they would draw up the papers for the suit. 
Burklmrt claims that that was the las: he ever heard of such suit, th.at he '• 

signed no papers and had no further talk with them about the came. 
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After receiving this information from Burkhart, I immediately took 
the matter up with County Attorney C, II. Templeton of Pavhuska, and 
after going over the natter of Burkhart’s statement with reference to 
his testimony, etc., i£r. Templeton advised me that, as soon as Osage 
County secured some funds, he would call a Grand Jury and investigate 
the Attorneys’ part as well as Bill Kale’s friends * part with reference 
to having Burkhart testify falsely. Drape County at this time is com- 
pletely without funds hut will have funds available at the beginning of 
the next fiscal year, July 1st, and we expect a State Grand .hry tc be 
called shortly thereafter to not only hear evidence in the case of Lu'.ur^ 
Burkhart swear - falsely, hut to hear a case against Attorney J. M. 

Springer for having framed other witnesses to testify falsely. Attorney 
Springer had two witnesses at Tulsa, whom he had framed through a couple 
of City Detectives there, tc come into Court at the Burkhart trial and 
swear to sane statements that they were supposed to have heard Bill 
Smith make, while they (Bill Smith and others] were at Henry Granger’s 
ranch, eh cut being away with Smith’s wife. This case, in all probability, 
did net reach the stage where Attorney Springer can be handled criminally 
liable but Lr. John Leahy tells me that he is going to take taese facts 
before the Oklahoma State Bar Ass :c ration and have them hear evidence 
in reference to disbarring Springer. 


I an having Agent 1'rank Smith prepare a detailed report for you in 
this connection, including the whole affair in detail, and i will submit 
the s-me tc you in the near future. In the meantime, I am giving you 
this letter for your information as to the occurrences in connection with 
these cases. 


The result of what hearings we have already had in State Courts has 
been very gratifying indeed. The State authorities, from the Attorney 
General on down, have rendered all the help they possibly cculd. The 
County Attorney and the Sheriff at Pav/huska are certainly to be ccia..eadod 
for the good work they did in these trials. They afforded us all the 
assistance they possibly could^ I believe, however, t'.iat the one man who 
is more responsible than any other Tor putting ever thj succe: s of the 
prosecution in the State courts at :-awhu~k.., is .... . oohn ^cuhy. yr.ae&hy 
is one of the best attorneys in the wtate of uklahc.r a rh has a vide repu- 
tation not only es an attorney, but as a splendid character. ,:e has the 
confidence and respect of the people in Gouge County.

Public opinion in this state is entirely with the prosecution of 
Hale, Barnsey and this gang of murderers, and now is the tine for 
us to try the Henry Bo an case in federal Court, Arrangements, I 
"believe, are "being "brought about by United ■ State's Attorney Hoy St. 
Lewis and Special Assistant to the Attorney ueneral Edwin Brown to 
"bring about prosecution in the i^oan case of Bill Hale arid John 
Baznsey. 'Everyone consents to this prosecution in Federal Court, 
except District Judge Jesse Vdiorton of Pawhuska^ who tried Burkhart. 
He claims, I 'believe, that he thinks the matter cf the cases should 
be tried in Osage County, inasmuch as Osage County 1ms received 
naticn-wide publicity in reference to the crimes committed there by 
Hale and his gang and that he wants to shew the nation that these 
murderers can get a fair and insert ial trial in Osage County.

United States was going to deal them an injustice and the Stats of 
Oklahoma had to protect then. In this stand Judge 7/hcrten stands 
alone, for all of the state prosecutors are desirous of seeing Kale 
and Ramsey taken over hy the Government and tried, ,as well as a groc. 
majority of the people in Osage County. A number of delegations of 
these citizens have called on Judge .Zhorten in order to try and per- 
suade him to turn Hale and Hamsey over to the Government for trial, 
which can he had at Guthrie at any time. Thhsa citizens believe, so 
they state, that Kale and Ramsey can he tried quickly and fairly in 
Federal Court at Guthrie, or the 7/e stern District of Oklahoma. They 
state on the other hand that it will cost the County from $5, COO. 00 
to vlO,COO.OO to try them and it will he a".. ;st impossible to get a 
jury.

Mahoney of the Field 
Procedure Section, Internal Revenue Unit, find was advised by him that 
their files contain no record of the request sent in by Income Tax 
Agent Lynch as described by Agent White. I was further advised that 
the record disclosed that an examination had been made of Hale’s tar 
liability for the years 1922 and 1923, and that it would require a 
letter from the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to Hale before a second 
examination could be made in accordance with Section 1105 of the 
Internal Revenue Act of 1926. Mr. Mahoney suggested that our Jgenx 
at Oklahoma have Agent Lynch communicate with his Supervising Agent 
at St. Louis, Missouri, and request that a telegram be immediately 
dispatched to the Deputy Commissioner of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
requesting authority to reinvestigate the Income Tax liability of 
William X. Hale for whatever years have already been covered by an 
Investigation. Mr. Mahoney stated that immediately upon receipt of 
this wire the proper letter would be prepared and immediately seat 
to Hale.
